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Those who had bills against Pon­ 
totoc county prior to July 
I 
find 
themselves up against it good and 
proper. Heretofore when the tax levy 
was made the connnisioners could is­ 
sue warrants covering this back in­ 
debtedness. but under the new law 
and the ruling of the attorney gener­ 
al, they can no longer do this, in­ 
debtedness of this character has ac­ 
cumulated to the amount of about 
$18,000. On the other hand, there is 
due in uncollected taxes something 
over $30,000. Commissioner Richard­ 
son states it is about $36,000, but a 
good share of this is against Indian 
lands and is in court. The O. C. rail­ 
road also comes in for. several thou­ 
sand dollars, of course if this could 
be collected the county would be in 
fine shape, but there is not the least 
indication that it will be paid any 
time soon. 
As matters stand now, no levy can 
be made to take up this back indebt­ 
edness, except in instances where the 
county is sued and judgment obtain­ 
ed. Even then the payments are di­ 
vided in three annual installments. 
About the only way out of the dif­ 
ficulty seems to be for the commis 
sioners to confess judgment and is 
sue funding bonds. 
This 
they 
are 
willing enough to do when the man­ 
ner of carrying it out can be deter­ 
mined. At all events the situation is 
a most unpleasant one, both for the 
commissioners and 
claimants. 
The 
commissioners have been worrying 
over it for the past two or 
three 
months, but the matter is still in the 
air. 
Not only is the county in this pre­ 
dicament, but many school districts as 
well. Teachers are due a large sum 
for services rendered last year, and 
now find themselves up against it 
when it comes to collecting what they 
worked for and are entitled to.

I left Ada, May 28, and came via 
Dayton, Ohio, spending a few days 
there with relatives. T reached my 
sister s home at M artinsburg. June 4. 
From the Oklahoma line all the way 
through it was dry, crops very short 
corn just planted,. Crops are short 
here, corn suffering for rain. It may 
make half a crop. (Potatoes a fail­ 
ure. Farm ers will not make seed. No 
oats. Farm ers are getting the blues. 
Ground has no moisture, dry l o the 
depth of three feet. About half a crop 
of hay. So hot and dry in May it al­ 
most killed the grass. Hay selling at 
$30 a ton. Gardens all 
burned 
up. 
Crops in Maryland are just the same 
as in West Virginia. From this you 
will see that it can be dray back here 
as well as in the West. 
I have many questions asked me 
about Oklahoma, and I never lose an 
opportunity to boost for the state. I 
am going to Pennsylvania in a day or 
two. I see through the News that you 
have had a timely rain.

VICK PRESIDENT IS OP­

Washington, Aug. 8.—Unless Sena­ 
tor La Follette and Chairman Under­ 
wood of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, who have been appointed a 
subcommittee on the wool conference 
can come much nearer together than 
they were at the end of their meet­ 
ing today, they will have to report 
to the full conference committee to­ 
morrow a disagreement. 
House Leaders vs. Insurgents. 
In the matter of the free list bill 
this same subcommittee reports such 
progress as to indicate that a free 
list bill 
that will be able to meet 
the approval of both houses will come 
out of conference at an early date. 
But with the wool bill it is different. 
There is talk that the difference is 
irreconcilable, and both house and 
insurgent leaders have inspired state­ 
ments that are designed to bring pub­ 
lic pressure to bear upon the other 
side to yield. The insurgents are say­ 
ing that 
the house leaders are tak­ 
ing the attitude of demanding the Un­ 
derwood 
bill or nothing, while the 
house leaders are saying that the in­ 
surgents ’will not agree to scale of 
duties so low as to obviate the dang­ 
er of the tariff board recommending 
rates below those proposed by Sena­ 
tor La Follette. 
It seems certain that congress will 
be in session another eight or ten 
days, so that both sides will have time 
to carry on their game of bluff for 
several 
days, 
with 
a 
compromise 
agreement in the end. 
The situation appears to be shap­ 
ing satisfactorily in the senate for 
the passage perhaps next week of the 
cotton bill with such amendments as 
the insurgents may force upon the 
senate democrats. 
The insurgents assert that steel and 
iron revision and important sugar 
amendments will be put on the cotton 
bill in the senate. In connection with 
the general tariff situation, demo­ 
crats in congress today read full vin- 
dictation their almost united course 
in supporting Canadian reciprocity in 
the letter which Vice President Sher­ 
man has written to Wilber F. Wake­ 
man of the American Protective Tar­ 
iff League. This letter is an indorse­ 
ment by the vice president of an edi­ 
torial bitterly assailing the Canadian 
reciprocity act. The reciprocity move­ 
ment is regarded by the high pro­ 
tectionists of the republican party as 
the- dangerous trend within the party 
away from the protective tariff, or 
as the democrats have 
put 
it, 
a 
breaking down of the tariff wall. Vice 
President Sherman is a high priest 
in the protection wing of the repub­ 
lican party.
